PRESIDENT ASKS POWER TO PLACE U. S 


IN STATE OF "ARMED NEUTRALITY" 


Wants Authority to Protect Americans 


—Invasion of the Right of Neutrals, 
Further Sacrifices of American Lives 
and Ships and Blockade of Com- 
merce Have Taken Place of Dreaded 
"Overt Act35—Asks Power to Take 
Whatever Steps are Necessary, In- 
cluding Arming of Ships and Con- 
voying of Merchantmen—Still Wants 
Peace But Not at Price of American 
Lives and Rights 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—President 


Wilson appeared before congress at 1 
o'clock this afternoon and asked for 
authority to place the United States in 
a state of "armed neutrality" to as- 
sist the, German submarine menace.

President Wilson spoko as follows:

There remains, there- 


fore, many thousands, if not millions.

STATE HOUSE, Boston. Feb. :!«.— 


The action of, the public health com- 
mittee in making a favorable report on 
the bill pirmltting the employment of 
"dental hygienists" in private practice 
is Hkoly to bring to public notice a row 
which has been going oil for some time 
within the state board of dental exam- 
iners. 
Three members uf the board 


are strongly in favor of the bill, one is 
opposed to it. and the fifth is said to 
be noii-comrnittat. 


At the hearing on the matter last 


we*k Thomas J. Barrett of Worcester, 
who has served on the board for twen- 
ty-four years, and who in 1IU5 was 
elevated to the chairmanship, only to 
be demoted last year, explained 
un- 


compromising opposition to the 
bill, 


and incidentally charged certain of his 
colleagues on the hoard with breaking 
the law. 
••Complaint has been made to me," 


he said, "that certain of these men 
who have spoken for this bill this 
morning are now employing dental hy- 
gienists in their private practice, not- 
withstanding the fact that they have 
taken their oath to uphold the law." 


This brought a !iot reply from George 


H. Payne of Boston, secretary of the 
board. He said it is a fact that certain 
dentists are employing assistants in 
their private practice, but before doing 
it they obtained advice from the most 
eminent attorneys in Boston that there 
is nothing in the law which prohibits 
the practice. He suggested that 
the 


Worcester dentist should be exceeding- 


! ly cartful about making accusations 


i that olhers arc breaking- the law. 


The. bill which has caused the rum- 


pus Is an innocent appearing piece of 
legislation., It seeks to amend an act 
passed two years »go, which permitted 
dentil hygienists to be employed in 
private institutions. The pending bill 
strikes out the words "in private in- 
stitutions," etc.. and 
substitutes this 


language—"Subject to such rules and 
regulations as may be adopted" by the 
board of examiners. Its effect would 
be to permit employment of dental hy- 
gienists in private practice. 


" It is.advocated by many of the lead- 
ing dentists on the ground that gradu- 
ates of dental schools who have not 
yet passed the examination for admis- 
sion to regulai'xpractice are qualified to 
clean teeth, etc.. and they should be 
allowed to do this sort of work; they 
say the public would 
be 
benefited 


through being permitted to have the 
services of competent men at 
rates 


lower than would be 'charged by the 
full-fledged dentist. 
Dr. Barrett, however, insists that the 


bill would "destroy dentistry." He says 
a dental hygienist. once legally estab- 
lished in a dentist's office, will be per- 
mitted to . do all sorts of dental work. 
Re also contends there is no need for 
such legislation, because persons too 
poor to pay the regular dentist's fees 
may obtain treatment at lower rates 
or without charge by going to a public 
institution, while those able to pay 
the regular fees should be made to do 
so.The bill has been reported in the 
house, and a, stormy debate is looked 
for when it comes up for action.

That is His definition 
of love toward your enemies.

STATE HOUSE, Boston. Feb. 26.— 


The action of thu public health com- 
mittee in making a favorable report on 
the bill permitting the employment of 
"dental hygienists" in private practice 
is likely to bring to public notice a row 
which has been going on for some time 
within the state board of dental exam- 
iners. 
Three members of the board 


are strongly in favor of the bill, one is 
opposed to it, and the fifth is said to 
be non-committal. 


At the hearing on the matter last 


week Thomas .1. Barrett of Worcester, 
who has served on the board for twen- 
ty-four years, and who in 1915 was 
elevated, to the chairmanship, only to 
be demoted last year, explained 
un- 


compromising: opposition to the 
bill, 


and incidentally charged certain of his 
colleagues oh-the board with breaking 
the law. 


•"Complaint has been mnde to me," 


he said, "that certain -of these men 
who have spoken for this bill this 
morning are now employing dental hy- 
Kienists in their private, practice, not- 
withstanding the fact that they have 
taken their oath to uphold the law." 


This brought a hot reply from George 


1-J, Payne of Boston, secretary of the 
board. He said it is a fact .that certain 
dentists are employing assistants in 
their private practice, but before doing 
it they obtained advice from the most 
eminent attorneys in Boston that there 
is nothing in the law which prohibits 
the practice. He suggested that 
the 


Worcester dentiBt should be exceeding- 


! ly careful about making accusations 


I thai, others arc breaking the law. 


The bill which has caused the rum- 


pus is an innocent appearing piece of 
legislation. It seeks to amend an act 
pa.setd two years ago, which permitted 
dental • hygienists to be employed In 
private institutions. The pending bill 
strikes out the words "in private in- 
stitutions." etc.. and 
substitutes this 


language-r-"Subjeet to suc-h rules and 
regulations as may be adopted" by the 
board of examiners. Its effect would 
be to permit employment of dental hy- 
gienists in privr.'.tp practice. 


It is advocated by many of the lead- 


ins dentists on the ground that gradu- 
ates, of dental schools who have not 
yet passed the examination for admis- 
sion to regular practice are qualified to 
clean teeth, etc., and they should be 
allowed to do this sort of work; they 
say the public would 
be 
benefited 


through being permitted to'have the 
services of competent men at 
rates 


lower than would be charged by the 
full-fledged dentist. 


Dr. Barrett, however, insists that the 


bill would "destroy dentistry." He says 
a dental hygienist. once legally estab- 
lished in a dentist's ofHce, will be per- 
mitted to do all sorts of dental work. 
He also contends there is no need for 
such legislation, because persons too 
poor to pay the regular dentist's fees 
may obtain treatment at lower rates 
or without charge-by going to a public 
institution, while those able to pay 
the regular fees should be made to do 
so.The bill has been reported in. the 
house, and a stormy debate is looked 
for when it comes up for action.

WAR, WINTER, LABOR SHORTAGE COMBINE 


TO TIE UP COUNTRY'S FREIGHT AND CARS 


EASTERN Y/9/?O 


FREIGHT IS COHGESTE0 


The congestion of freight, blamed, at 


least in part, for the present high 
prices of food and other commodities, 
is a nation wide condition, a traffic, 
industrial 
and 
commercial 
problem 


such as the country 
has not. faced 


before. It all began with a suddenly 
inflated 
manufacturing 
activity, for 


which the war way almost, solely re- 
sponsible. This made an unprecedent- 
ed carrying load for the rail systems 
and called for the guidance of a freight 
flood through channels enough different, 
from the ordinary courses to present 
in itself an enormous problem. The 
problem, by makeshift measures large- 
ly, was on the point of solution when 
incidental hazards crowded in. 


Take the congested area shown in 


the map reproduced herewith, for in- 
stance. Industrial plants in this great 
manufacturing section (just as else- 
where) rapidly increased output until 
many were working night 
and day. 


This" doubled both incoming and out- 
going freight. 
It also doubled the de- 


mand for coal and labor. Under favor- 
able circumstances freight 
facilities 


were taxed. 
Then came a prolonged cold 
snap. 


Two weeks of zero weather benumbed 
tin- nerves of .the .freight system in 
Chicago. 
There w.is deep snow at 


Huffalo and Black Rock, among 
the 


most important or freight connections. 
At Detroit the river froze and four 
great freight carrying systems could 
make the crossing only through a tun- 


nel adequate for one. 


Railroading in severe weather calls 


for more coal, more locomotives and 
more men. In spite of increased out- 
put at the mines there was a coal 
shortage, for industrial plants were 
demanding coal and paying the price as 
never 
before. The very sluggishness 


of their o\vn choked systems made it 
difficult to get what coal there was, 
and. railroad men relate, the 'coal they 
did receive was poor in quality, whicli 
meant less steam. Locomotives were 
not numerous enough for the emergen- 
cy and the munitions makers had a 
cornet- on the labor 
market.

freight handlers were at a premium 
and'switch points froze. In the picture 
are shown freight cars tied up in a 
great railroad yard.

NEW YORK, Feb. 26.—A campaign 


of education against high food prices 
was extended today through several 
avenues. This plan was adopted by 
the board of health after an investiga- 
tion to ascertain just how much suffer- 
ing existed among the poor, and by the 
mayor's food supply 
committee. 
It 


was endorsed by Gov. Whitman, who 
summed up his view of the situation 


y"The people have simply got to eat 


what they can afford to eat." 


The food supply committee sent to 


homes throughout the city by means of 
public school children one million cir- 
culars urging citizens to eat rice in- 
stead of potatoes, onions and cabbage. 
George W. Perkins, chairman of. this 
committee, asserted that New \ork 
city might expect only slight reduc- 
tions in food prices unless the people 
made up their minds to adopt substi- 
tutes for expensive foodstuffs. Enough 
rice is available at a low price, he said, 
to afford relief until legislative action 
can be taken. 
The department of health in a report 


to the mayor found that * marked in- 
crease in the export of staple foodstuffs 
had a great influence in raising prices 
but declared nevertheless that 
there 


was less dependency and real need in 
the city than had been common for 
manv years past. The report urged 
that'the poor be educated to buy food 
more intelligently and said that the 
well-to-do might contribute 
toward 


this education by "altering habits of 
carelessness and extravagance in their
